“ As we look into each others faces 
today, how vividly we recall m any a 
word spoken by our com rades, in the 
moving colum n. 
Even the tone of the 
voice, its m odulations and cadences 
linger in our ears as if spoken yester­ 
day. 
“ And here another th o u g h t comes 
to us, it is this: 
If the smooth-faced, 
youthful boys of th a t day could ap­ 
pear to us, w ith th e changes th a t tim e 
stam ps upon all, we should not recog­ 
nize them , nor they us. 
Each would 
be luoking for boys w ith elastic 6tep, 
to find only the furrowed face, the 
bent form , the w ear^, inelastic step. 
the hair w hitened by the frosts of 
m any w inters which have passed since 
we touched elbows in the field. 
“ But again, we come here not alone 
to revive old memories, or to w aits 
th e h eart into quickening, for a mo­ 
m ent, th e circulation grow n sluggish 
by age 
and 
exposure. 
We 
come, 
bringing our children and our chil­ 
d ren ’s children, th a t they may receive 
here a grand object lesson in p atriot­ 
ism —th a t they may learn here w hat 
sacrifices a p atrio t m ust m ake for his 
country w hen his country dem ands 
such sacrifices. 
“ I t is said in classic phrase, th a t 
poets 
are 
born, 
n ot 
m ade.' 
P atriots, also are horn; horn of a 
ong 
line of ancestors who 
loved 
th e ir 
country and its institutions, 
who 
fought 
in 
all

w ars 
through w hich 
th is

has 
passed, fought in th e w ar th a t eatab- 
ished th is w onderful governm ent of 
ours. 
I do not say th a t these horn 
patriots are necessarily p atriots par 
excellence, h u t I do say th a t they 
have a rig h t to felicitate them selves 
th a t they carry in th e ir veins the 
blood of m en w ho helped to found 
this governm ent. 
“ B ut if they m ake this claim , they 
m ust rem em ber also, th a t we have 
rig h t to dem and of them th e highest 
vigilance, and the g reatest sacrifices 
Surely, th e m an who can m ake such a 
claim , cannot, m ust not, allow the 
blood of his ancestors to grow sluggish 
in his veins, or the glow of p strio t 
ism to grow less in his heart.

m an would be unw orthy of ancestra

No school day should close without 
having the school-roora made to echo 
the glad voices of children In soul- 
stirring songs, horn of the war.

make soldiers, but to 


is not sim ply a failure, it is a disaster. 
A disaster, because it fails to develop 
the high and noble qualities, w ithout 
which, no one can be a good citizen. 
“ Mere education does not 
m ake 
good citizenship. 
And w hile I m ost 
fully concur in th e sentim ent th a t sec­ 
tarianism should not he ta u g h t in our 
public schools, I should be recreant to 
my own conscience, and to my delib­ 
erate judgm ent, if I should neglect to 
say th a t any institution of learning, 
w hether elem ental or advanced, th a t 
fails to recognize the grand teachings 
of the gospels as the rule and guide of 
our lives, or th a t does not cee in the 
Decalogue the basis of all law s th a t 
have been made for the protection and 
betterm ent of th e hum an fam ily. 
I 
say institutions aud teachers who fail 
to m ake this recognition are to be de­ 
plored. 
‘Do you say I am w andering out of 
my legitim ate field on this M emorial 
occasion? 
My answ er is, th a t no one 
las a better rig h t to speak upon ques­ 
tions th a t pertain to th e developm ent 
of th e youth of our country into a 
noble citizenship th an th e m en by 
whose efforts the country was saved 
rom disruption and given baok to the 
people in its entirety. 
If the G rand Army men seem ego­ 
tistical or aggressive in m atters touch 
,ng the w elfare cf th e state, do you 
not th in k you can afford to indulge 
them for a tim e longer? 
They are fast disappearing. 
More 
th an seven thousand have joined the 
bivouac of the dead’ since la st Memo­ 
rial day. Seven thousand more graves 
to decorate this year th an ever before, 
and seven thousand less com rades to 
assist. 
The end truly is coming, and there 
are m any w ithin th e sound of my 
voice, who w ill live to see th e last 
soldier of th e G rand Army th a t fought 
down the rebellion, borne to his final 
rest. No com rades can atten d him as a 
guard of honor, or drop a te a r or a 
flower nto his 'w indow less palace.’ 
But I bespeak for him , a t your hands, 
a soldier’s burial. 
W rap his country’a 
flag about him ; drape the colors, 
muffle the drum , and bear him ten ­ 
derly to bis rest am ong his com rades; 
and let th e m ournful volley be fired 
over the last soldier of the grandest 
arm y the world ever saw; grand in 
the field, grander still w hen, flushed 
w ith victory, it put off the panoply of 
w ar and returned again to the peace­ 
ful vocations of the citizen. 
“ It cannet be denied, when this 
vast army was about to be disbanded, 
after four years of discipline in camp 
and field, there was no inconsidera­ 
ble anxiety on the part of the people 
at home, as to what would be the re­ 
sult of this important event. 
' For years these ruen had lived un­ 
der co n d itio n that had made it nec­ 
essary to ignore or override the civil 
law and take direction and guidance 
from headquarters of the army only. 
“ Could such a body of men emerge 
from such a condition, and a t once re - 


"T his 
g re a t 
governm ent 
does 
not ask those who come here to forget 
th e social relations of th e ir childhood. 
“ There is, and m ust alw ays be a 
sentim ental attachm ent to the land of 
one’s birth. 
It is a sentim ent th a t 
inherbS in th e hum an h eart and can­ 
not he eradicated. 
But politically, 
this relation of things does n e t cb 
tain. 
“ People who are satisfied w ith the 
country in w hich they were born, had 
best rem ain there. 
But if they come 
here, they m ust leave behind them all 
secret as8o:iat.ion6 which m enace our 
peace ana safety. 
“ We have no place for A narchists 
or Communists who set our law s at 
defiance. 
Such people will never be­ 
come g)od citizens, and th»y ought to 
be d ep :rtea before they find perm anent 
lodgm ent here. 
“ The Grand Army does not claim to 
be exem pt from criticism and it invites 
careful scrutiny of its principles, its 
m easures, and its men. 
And if criti­ 
cisms m ust follow, if they are kept 
w ithin lines of tru th and decency, the 
G rand Army w ill have no grievance 
because thereof. 
“ But it is th e slanderous m outhings 
of men in high stations to which It ob­ 
jects. 
“ W hat Charles E liot of Boston, 
thinks or says of it, is of no more con- 
aequei ce 
th a n 
w h at s n / 
other 
obscure citizen of Boston m ight say 
I say obscure, because outside of edu­ 
cational institutions, not one m an in 
thousand 
rem em bers 
ever having 
heard the nam e of this m an, u n til he 
made bis villianous 
attack upon the 
Grand Army and its motives. 
“ The offense of this m an consists 
In th e fact th a t he is president of a 
grand old university, w here thousands 
of young men are being educated. Can 
th e country afford to have its young 
men subject to th e influence of a m an 
whose daily life indicates, b u t too 
plainly, how little he has in common 
w ith th e average A m erican citizen? 
And yet we are told th a t th is m an 
w as born in Boston. 
“ Thom as Carlyle, th e g reat E nglish 
essayist, in w ritting of Bacon said 
'I t has been my purpose to place this 
m an on ^p ed estal of infam y from 
which his friends w ill find it difiioult 
to remove him .’ 
“ So bas Comrade W atrous— W atrous 
the fearless— with iad.gnanfc soul and 
trenchant pen, placed this in famous 
president of a fam ous institutioa.upon 
a pedestal of infam y, from which he 
will find it difficult to escape. 
“ Hester Pry tine—you will rem em ­ 
ber—being suspected of a crime, was 
brought out into a public square, that 
the 
people, 
with indignant scorn, 
might gaze into her ‘ace and taun# 
hor with her siu. Those rigid old pur-

h e a rt was in his subject, and 
he 
handled it with inspiration th a t was 
born of the sight of the veterans who 
had served w ith bim on the field of 
blood. 
Dr. W hiting’s address was one th a t 
m ade his hearers better 
men and 
wom en. 
In it were w ell rounded sen­ 
tences th a t appealed to th e innerm ost 
fo u n t of patriotism and stirred the 
h earts of those who heard it, to b etter 
lives and nobler deeds. 
T h a t th e com m itted, to whom had 
been le ft th e m atter of selecting a 
speaker, had m ade no m istake in in 
viting Dr. W hiting to fill th a t post of 
honor, wa6 dem onstrated. His address 
w as I atriotic, eloquent, inspiring. He 
said: 
Co m r a d e s , 
Cit iz e n s — At 
a recent 
unveiling of a statue, erected in honor 
of one of our m ost distinguished gen­ 
erals in the w ar of the rebellion, the 
president said, “ Into our keeping is 
given th e fam e and the glory of the 
country’s heroic dead.” 
“ Fully im bued w ith this spirit, we 
have again assem bled to pay our an ­ 
n u al trib u te to th e memory of those 
w ho sleep here, 
having fought their 
last b attle. 
“ Could th e glory fields of th e g reat 
South-land speak to us today, they 
could te ll us of th e doing and th e dar­ 
ing of these men, of 
deeds as heroic 
as any th a t history has recorded of 
any nation, or people or individuals. 
“ In a sense, the fam e and glory of 
the soldier-patriot is beyond our keep­ 
ing; bis work is done, aud its results 
are enstam ped upon th e country, never 
to be effaced: 
His record is m ade up, 
and so long as our country shall live 
as a republic, his w ork cannot be for­ 
gotten. 
“ Does any one th in k me prodigal or 
profuse in expression because I speak 
of 
‘fam e 
aud glory’ in connection 
w ith the hum ble dead who rest here? 
No G rant, or Sherm an or Sheridan or 
H ancock or M cPherson or R aw lins are 


make citizens, and it follows as 
ical sequence, and a thonsand tim es 
dem onstrated in our w ar, th a t the 
b etter the citizen, th e better the sol­ 
dier. 
“ I adm ire th e soldier, his m artial 
bearing, the resu lt of discipline and 
association. 
I adm ire his code, w hich 
brooks nothing 'unbecom ing an officer 
and a gentlem an,’ b u t I deplore w ar, 
and I pray God speed th e day w hen 
arb itratio n and not arm s, shall adjust 
th e differences th a t may arise betw een 
peoples or nations. 
W ar a t best, is 
th e relic of barbarism , w hen m ight, 
and m ight only, m ade right. 
“ B ut we claim to have em erged 
from th e barbaric, and to be living in 
the full blaze of th e lig h t of civiliza­ 
tion and christianity. 
If this be so, if 
this claim be not a sham , then, in­ 
deed, should christian people dem and 
th a t forces other th a n th e horrid en- 
ginry of w ar, shall be evoked to settle 
grave questions th a t may aiise con­ 
cerning international rights. 
Every 
m eans know n to honorable diplomacy 
ought to be exhausted, bef ore th e war- 
m aking pow er shall dare to exercise 
th a t power. 
E verything b u t national 
honor may be im periled before w ar is 
declared; b u t if the em ergency arises 
w hen diplom acy fails, w hen th e na­ 
tional honor is in the balance, then 
you m ust tak e up arm s and strike, for 
th e honor and safety of your coun­ 
try. 
“ L et no m aw kish, nonresistant sen­ 
tim entality lull you into the idea th a t 
you are, under no circum stances, to 
take up arms. 
“ He who w ill not fight, if need 
be, to m aintain th e honor and inde- 
pendence of his country, has no p er­ 
sonal honor, and does not deserve the 
blessings of a free country. 
“ I have said th a t it is our duty to 
teach our children to love and revere 
the 
national 
em blem , and I say 
further, th a t in teaching science and 
in studying literatu re, the science of 
governm ent in its sim pler form s,should 


lo g -1 gurae their duties as citizens under the 


here; but it shall be said of them , th a t 
they did th eir duty a s faithfully in 
th e ranks a6 did the great heroes whose 
deeds and memories are perpetuated 
in bronze or m arble. 
W hile no m ag­ 
nificent 
and Imposing 
statue rises 
above th e 
unheralded 
heroes who 
sleep here, th e flowers we place upon 
th e ir graves, are a loving testim onial 
a n i g uarantee th a t th eir ‘fam e and 
glory’ may safely be left to those who 
come afte r them , and who realize th a t 
through th eir labors, we still have an 
undivided country. 
“ But it is not alone to honor the 
dead th a t we come here. 
We come to 
inspire cur ow n hearts anew by re­ 
counting th eir deeds and calling up 
th eir faces as they w ere in th e long 


receive more atten tio n ,and also th a t th e 
literatu re we place before them shall 
be, more of it, of th a t character th a t 
w ill be helpful to them in th e g reat 
b attle of life, and less of it from lib ra­

they are ‘classic.’n In brief, it ought

'T he G rand Army believes th a t this 
is an American governm ent, w ith char­ 
acteristic features which every lover 
of liberty and good governm ent, no 
m atter from w hat country he came, or 
w hen he came, desires to see perpe- 
perpetuated 
Hence, it has no fellowship w ith 
th a t class of persons, who, because of 
th eir political viscousness, w ill not be 
tolerated in th eir own country, anc 
w hen obliged to flee, come to us anc. 
im m ediately en ter upon th e nefarious 
work of exciting th e bad elem ent in 
our large cities into unrest, confusion 
and anarchy. 
Our doors are wide 
open to those who come here w ith the 
intention of becom ing honest citizens 
of m aking them selves a p art of the 
governm ent, believing in and loving 
the institutions which are characteris­ 
tic of thiB nation.

N early a m illion of m en, and m any 
m illions of treasure, have been sacri­

“ Secret societies which have 
for 
woe to the their object, th e control of govern- 


itans who never forgave anything un­ 
til public confession had been made, 
thought they were but doing her jus 
tice. 
“ But the crime o! Hester Pry cne 
was white-robed innocence compared 
with the black-hearted slander of 
President Eliot. 
“ How much longer will this man be 
tolerated in a position w here his cruel 
slanders ‘bite like a serpent and sting 
like an adder.’ 
“ G rand Old H arvard! 
F irst born of 
American Colleges, in th e nam e of the 
lim ping, suffering heroes, whom your 
president has m alinged. I ask you to 
vom it him out, and p u t in hie plaee a 
m an who w ill better represent Amer­ 
ica and American ideas.

NEARLY 400 KILLED 
BY THE CYCLONE 


BODIES 
B E IN G R E C O V E R E D A T 


S T . L O U IS . 


More Than 7,000 Hulloing:* Were Dam­ 
aged by the 
S t o r m 
— Property Valued 
at £25,000,000 Destroyed There and 
at Past St. Louis—Reports of Damage 


In t» '~ Country. 
St. Louis, Mo., May 30— Memorial 
day had an added significance today 
when the bodies of a large number of 
those who were killed in Wednesday’s 
hurricane were hurried. 
It is known 
that 175 men, women and children had 
their lives crushed out Wednesday af­ 
ternoon or have since died from in­ 
juries received. 
Adding to this num­ 
ber the 120 dead in East St. Louis and 
the IOO reported missing in both cities, 
who are supposed to be buried beneath 
the ruins or floating down the Miss­ 
issippi river, the aggregate of the hur­ 
ricane’s victims amounts to nearly 400. 
It is estimated that in St. Louis at 
least 7,500 houses and in East St. Louis 
500 houses are more or less damaged 
by the storm, and the estimates 
of 
property losses range from $20,000,000 
to $50,000,000 for both places. 
Friday was a day of great activity 
displayed by the street-car and rail­ 
way, electric light, telephone and tele­ 
graph companies, who put several 
thousand men at work endeavoring to 
bring order out of the tangle caused by 
the hurricane. 
The street-car service 
is improving every hour. The railroads 
are attending to business, as usual, so 
far as handling 
passengers 
is con­ 
cerned, but freight traffic is somewhat 
embarrassed. The telephone system 
will not be restored to the normal con­ 
dition for some time, and the Western 
Union lines, which were badly crippled, 
are gradually assuming a working con­ 
dition. 
At present, however, the city officials 
and business men are thinking more of 
relief for the suffering living than of 
death and damage. 
Over $25,000 has 
been contributed already to the relief 
fund, and several thousand more has 
been offered if needed. 
Among the 
contributions made is one of $1,000 from 
Sir Henry 
Irving. 
Olga Nethersole 
wires offering to give a benefit per 
formance in London for the relief fund. 
The relief committee, however, has not 
yet decided wTiether or not it will ac­ 
cept outside contributions. 
Many benefit entertainments of vari­ 
ous kinds, such as ball games, theatri­ 
cal performances and school picnics 
have been planned to raise money for 
the fund. 
The destitution, misery and want 
have touched the hearts of the people 
in all parts of the country, and as a re­ 
sult, ever since the storm of Wednes­ 
day offers of help and contributions 
have been 
pouring in to Secretary 
George H. Morgan of the Merchants 
exchange. 
Up to a late hour $45,000 
was the total amount of donations re­ 
ceived. 
A few of the appended messages show 
that the purses as well as the sym­ 
pathy of the people of the Unitorl States 
are at the disposal of the helpless un 
fortunates of St. Louis. 
St. Louis is 
always ready to give, but never begs 
unless it should become necessary by 
abject want. The mayor of the Mound 
city, well knowing her civic pride, has 
uniformly returned thanks to the send­ 
ers of telegrams and answered that St. 
Louis can care for her own, and, while 
the kind offers of financial assistance 
are appreciated, no outside aid will be 
needed. 
Estimates of the loss in St. Louis 
vary from $20,000,000 to $50,000,000. It 
bas been impossible thus far to pro­ 
cure a comprehensive view or report 
of the losses. Friday several estimates 
were made, and the more conservative 
placed the amount at nearer $20,000,- 
000 than $50,000,000. 
In the territory 
along the levee and Main, 2d 3d and 
W ashington streets the property will 
be an absolute loss and the damage 
will easily 
reach 
$1,000,000. 
From 
Main to 8th street and from O’Fallon 
south to Franklin street the loss is 
fully $700,000. 
In this district live a 
class of industrious working people, 
the majority of them Germans, and 
their loss is particularly pathetic, as 
the clothes upon their 
backs 
is all 
many of them were left by the gale. In 
the manufacturing and business 
dis­ 
trict near Chouteau and Market streets, 
the loss will scarcely be covered by 
$1,500,000. 
Extending 
to the 
south 
along Broadway to the vicinity of La­ 
fayette park, including mostly n^nu 
facturing plants and business houses, 
the loss will be upward of 
$750,000. 
South from Lafayette park the storm 
ruined almost everything in sight. 
Here the damage to many of the build 
ings is complete, while the wiiole is 
reckoned at $650,000. 
South of what 
is called Soulard and west from 
the 
river to the city limits the hurricane 
wreaked awful vengeance upon the 
many fine and magnificent residences 
A careful assessment of the value 
of the property was 
made by a 
local 
architect 
and 
a 
conserva­ 
tive estimate places the loss there at 
$1,000,000. 
Another $1,000,000 damage 
was done in the fine residence district 
extending to the north and as far east 
as the city hospital, which is a mass of 
ruins, destroyed beyond hope of re­ 
demption. 
The proposition has been 
made for the city to float bonds to erect 
a new building. In the immediate vi­ 
cinity of the hospital and northeast 
and north of Layfayette park an ad­ 
ditional loss of $3,000,000 is entailed. 
West of Layfayette 
park the 
wind 
worked a loss of $2,000,000, which ex­ 
tends as far north as Chouteau avenue. 
As it swept down 
Chouteau avenue 
to Jefferson and Seventh streets, it 
gained force 
and 
consequently 
greater damage. Here the estimate is 
a loss of $3,000,000, which includes the 
territory south of the railroad tracks 
extending over the territory adjacent 
to Park avenue and between Tenth, 


Seventh and Market streets. The dam­ 
age in this part of the storm’s pathway 
is placed at $4,500,000. To even those 
unacquainted with the territory and 
the buildings upon it the loss seems en­ 
ormous and almost beyond estimation. 
The balance of the estimated total loss 
of $20,000,000 is distributed very liber­ 
ally to the central, western and north­ 
western parts of the city, and includes 
loss to schools, approximating $150,000, 
and other public buildings. 
Competent contractors and architects 
give as their opinion that it will take 
two years to repair the damage done 
by the hurricane. 
On the ten grain 
elevators belonging to the St. Louis 
United Elevator company, nine 
are 
more or less damaged. The Valley ele­ 
vator, East St. Louis, is a total wreck. 
President W. T. Anderson of the United 
Elevator company estimates the dam­ 
age to its various plants at $303,000.

The storm had 
passed them by arid the superintedent 
had the doors thrown wide open. Then 
a general invitation was extended to 
those w ho had no roof over their heads 
but the sky to move into the freight 
ears. The invitation was accepted and 
at once the freight cars were occupied. 
But scores of families slept out of doors 
with perhaps a carpet ‘‘lean-to” over 
their heads.

Residents of East 
S t. Louis Paralyzed 
by the Disaster. 
East St. Louis, 111., via Venice, 111., 
May 30.—The extent of the disaster in 
this city no longer horrifies. The peo­ 
ple have got beyond that. 
They are 
simply tired of hearing of new evi­ 
dences of the widespread and powerful 
nature of the storm. There is a paraly­ 
sis about the city. Ex-Mayor Stephens, 
known throughout southern Illinois as 
a most energetic and level-headed man, 
acknowledges that he has not yet got 
settled back into an orderly state of 
mind, and is unable to hazard a guess 
on any distinct feature of the visita­ 
tion. He inclines to the belief that the 
city will be rebuilt, however, assuming 
that most of the loss is borne by men 
who have means to begin over again, 
while the smaller houses destroyed re­ 
present only a fraction of the loss em­ 
braced in the going down of the finer 
ones likely to be rebuilt. 
There are 
many, however, who gloomily predict 
that East St. Louis cannot recover and 
that this shock to her vitality will be 
felt for ten years. 
The 
corporations, of 
course, have 
men at work clearing away so that 
business may be resumed. In this way 
the bridge company caused the throw­ 
ing aside of the impeding masonry and 
steel which had 
blockaded the Eads 
structure, and 
passenger trains are 
crawling across this highway into St. 
Louis. The driveways will not be pas­ 
sable for several days and the bridge as 
a whole will not resume its original 
condition of 
perfection for months. 
The person who considered that 
it 
would take a year to entirely obliterate 
the 
effects of the storm 
from this 
bridge was mistaken. 
W ithin three 
months it will most likely be in its old 
form.

Nashville, 111., May 30.—New Minden, 
a village of 400 
population, 
located 
seven miles north of this 
city, 
was 
swept away Wednesday evening by one 
of the most terrific 
tornadoes 
ever 
known in the history of this county. 
Only one building in the little village 
is left standing without injury. There 
are from fifty to sixty buildings in the 
place and all were wrecked except the 
creamery. 
Farmhouses, barns, fences 
and orchards are now in ruins, grow’- 
ing crops and fruit trees are badly dam 
aged. The track of the storm covered 
at least a mile in width, but the heavy 
wind touched up much greater terri 
tory throughout the northern half of 
the county.

Southern Miners W ill Not Strike. 
Birmingham, Ala., May 30.—There 
will be no miners’ strike in this dis­ 
trict on July I, when the present wage 
contract between the miners and oper­ 
ators expires. 
The Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad company, employ­ 
ing 5,000 coal miners, this afternoon 
signed a year’s contract with its miners 
that they are to be paid 40 cents a ton 
for mining coal when pig iron is worth 
$8.50 per ton or less, and for every ad­ 
vance of 50 cents per ton in the price 
of iron above $8.50 the miners’ wages 
are to be increased 2% cents per ton. 
This is 2V2 cents per ton higher than 
the present contract basis.

Don’t Report Claims That Political Un­ 
certainties Tend to Restrict ltusines*— 
Markets for Products Weak—The Fail­ 
ures Reported. 
New York, May 30.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Continued exports of gold, amount­ 
ing to $3,900,000 this week, are recog­ 
nized as natural results of the borrow­ 
ing and importing early in the year, but 
caused no serious apprehension. 
The 
present political uncertainties 
cause 
part of the business that might be done 
to be postponed until the future is more 
clear. 
Markets for produce are weak, rather 
than stagnant. 
The business done is 
small, but largely governed by the be­ 
lief in large crops and insufficient de­ 
mand. 
Wheat 
has 
fallen 3 cents. 
Though low prices bring larger Atlan­ 
tic exports than a year ago, for the first 
tim e in many months, flour included, 
1,543,973 bushels for the week, against 
1,433,745 bushels last year, it remains 
that for May these exports have been 
only 4,742,777 bushels, flour included, 
against 6,183,420 last year, while west­ 
ern receipts are for the week nearly IO 
per cent larger, and for four weeks, 
8,048,645 bushels,against 5,944,572 bush­ 
els last year. 
Estimates vary widely, 
but nobody looks for a crop so short as 
to exhause the surplus in sight. 
Cotton has fallen an eighth in rpite 
of continued reports that a famine is 
near. 
Decreases in manufacture of 30 
per cent at the north, and perhaps more 
a t the south, show the real nature of 
estimates based on continued manufac­ 
ture at the maximum rate. 
Receipts 
still indicate a crop of 7,000,000 bales 
last year, and a yield is promised much 
greater than consumption in any year. 
Except in 
print 
cloths, which are 
weak, with stocks of 1.723,000 pieces in 
sight, nobody can tell what quantities 
of goods have been accumulating while 
mills have been waiting for demand. 
Wool sales, exclusive cf a few specula­ 
tive transactions

low prices, are less than 40 per cent, of 
a week’s fair 
consumption, and 
for

have 
been 
12,711,900 
pounds 
against 20,800,750 last 
year, and

1892. Prices are 
weaker, washed XX I 6V2 cents; Ohio 
delaine, 19 cents

m anufacturers took quantities of wool

January, and the 
smaller 
want 
scarcely any 
now. 
Dress goods 
are 
quiet, except for Wheeling use, and 
dealings in men’s wear still unsatisfac­ 
tory. Silk is a shade stronger for Ital­ 
ian. but a large auction sale of silks 
realized low prices. 
The iron and steel markets are weak, 
with lower prices, because the demand 
for finished products is entirely inade­ 
quate, though pieces are higher. 
Pig 
iron has fallen over 5 per cent, since 
April I. but the average of finished 
products has been advanced 3 per cent. 
Lower quotations for 
Bessemer 
and 
Grey forge, and local coke at Chicago, 
with stoppage of two-thirds of the fur­ 
naces in Virginia, some in Pennsylva­ 
nia and others in 
the Mahoning and 
Shenango valleys, result from inability 
of 
manufacturers to

demands, 
they being undersold by new concerns 
which are rapit .. putting in new ma­ 
chines. 
Plates weaken, and there is 
no improvement in sheets, rods; but 
beammakers have raised the prices $2 
per ton, making a slight advance in the 
average of all prices for the week.
